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Swedenberg 
By Servator 


EVERAL have asked me about Swe- 
denborg. This remarkable genius 
was, for the first fifty years of his 

S life, a most prolific and versatile 
Scientist, inventor, philosopher and 

Slatesman. An cxamination of his books 
and the records of what he did for Sweden 
and the world generally, amazes the inves- 

Diigator. He was chemist, anatomist. physi- 

oloeist, astronomer, mathematician and a 

pit mechanical genius, besides being the 

DP writer of scores of hoobs on many subjects. 

He was no mere dilettante, but shone in 
tach of the subjects mentioned—a star of 
the first magnitude. 

As a man of the world he loved the 
food things of life, and particularly the 
7 Asures of the table. Being at an inn in 
ondon one time, he ordered an claborate 

dinner served in his private room. He 

ate and drank in solitary state, little realiz- 
ing the momentous change that was about 
to take place in his lite and carcer. 

Before the dinner was quite finished, a 
peculiar lassitude overcame him and ob- 
jects around him became misty and myster- 
ious. Out of the mists that enshrouded him 
crept frogs, snakes and reptiles innumer- 
able.

This man of gigantic intellect 
questionably inspired, combining normal 
and abnormal powers to a most unusual 
degree. He expressed many noble truths.
